He’s been active in the present C.A.R.C. since its organization in 1941, in fact, is one 
of the charter members. He remembers back in those days, the club boasted very few 
active members holding tickets most fellows attending meetings were merely ‘‘interested’’ 
Hank firmly believes that you do not need power to make your contacts. He’s never had 
over 50 watts putput, yet he has stacks of QSL’S to verify his contacts around the world. 


In the past four years, he’s operated primarily on 10 meters - - before then, CW on 40 and 
80. Hank held down the frequency of 7055 for 15 years - - this was the old Canton net 
frequency. Hank had one crystal, 7055, so every one zero beat him! Just the other day 
some old-timer asked, ‘‘Whatever become of the old 7055 gang?) 


Field Day always finds Hank pitching in - he is always helping out - yet he seldom oper- 
ates. If all club members would show the enthusiasm that Hank does for the Club projects 
- we would go far! Hank operates a Ranger, 129X with convertor, using a homebrew 
3 element beam on 10 - a folded dipole on 40 and 80. 
By strange coincidence, W8LYQ, who now lives in Perrysville, Ohio, was pouring into 
Canton the other day on 10, and was wondering - - ‘‘What’s become of Hank, W8O0YV?”’ 
Golly,Ed, C.A.R.C. certaintly knows he’s around!
